Biology Equipment 
Bought With Grant 

New undergraduate Instruc¬ 
tional scientific equipment for 
the Biology Department has 
been received through a 
National Science Foundation 
Grant, according to Dr. James 
M. Moore, professor of biology 
at The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch. 

Dr. Moore purchased a re¬ 
search microscope, a research 
phase microscope and two dif¬ 
ferent types of ovens, one of 
which Is a vacuum oven, to add 
to the equipment already In the 
department. Balances, a spec- 
tro-photometer, ph meters and 
a washburg anatomical model 
of the muscular man have been 
purchased with funds from the 
grant. 

In addition to this equip¬ 
ment, Dr. Moore has added a 
new stereoscopic microscope, 
a crown graphic four by five 
camera to be used In taking 
photo micrographs, a microtone 
Junior egg Incubator for use In 
the embrology classes, a pro¬ 
jector for two by two trans¬ 
parencies, a centrifuge, a 
colorimeter and other mouem 
devices for carrying out chro- 
matology. 

Dr. Moore said thatthlsnew 
equipment will be of great value 
In certain areas of teaching and 
will provide the necessary 
means for research In these 
various areas for undergradu¬ 
ate and graduate students. 

This equipment has helped 
the department to become up- 
to-date and more modem than 
previously, and It Is expected 
that many students will enroll 
In undergraduate research and 
make use of this equipment. 
Dr. Moore said.

Howard E. Jones, a mem¬ 
ber of the business staff of The 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch, has recelvedhlsCerti- 
fled Public Accountant certifi¬ 
cation from the State of 
Tennessee. 

The candidate must take a 
test In order to receive this 
ranking, Mr. Jones said. Some 
qualifications for taking the test 
are that the candidate must be a 
citizen of the United States and 
he must be a resident of the 
state for at least 12 months. The 
candidate must also be of the 
highest moral character. In 
addition, he must be a graduate 
In accounting of a college or 
university and he must have not 
less than two years of account¬ 
ing experience. These qualifi¬ 
cations vary from state to state. 

The exam Itself Is In five 
parts. Each part requires five 
hours to complete for a total of 
two and one half days. Four 
parts consist of cober account¬ 
ing, technical auditing, account¬ 
ing theory and accounting 
practice. The fifth part is the 
understanding of business law. 
In some states, there Is a sixth 
part which tests competence In 
economics, according to Mr. 
Jones. 

The test Is given at the 
same time all over the United 
States on two different dates, 
Mr. Jones said. One date Is In 
May and the other Is lnNovem- 
ber. It Is graded by the Ameri¬ 
can Institute of Certified Public 
Accountants In New York, and 
the results are returned to the 
state. Only a very small per¬ 
centage of the people tested 
pass the exam. 

When a person passes one or 
more parts and falls the other 
parts, he receives the rating of 
partial passing which Is 
effective for three years. He

As It Looks From Here

A pretty strong wind will 
whip across The University of 
Tennessee Martin Branch grid¬ 
iron Saturday night bringing 
with it a stampede of Murray 
State Thoroughbreds, who will 
produce one of the major dust- 
storms of the season. 

The contest will mark the 
fourth meeting of two of the 
greatest rivals In the area. It 
will also provide a match of 
strength against strength. The 
Kentuckians have one of the 
greatest quarterbacks In this 
area - Charlie Forest - who 
Is leading his team In rushing 
with 298 yards and also In total 
offense with 567 yards. Behind 
him Is fullback Tommy Glover 
with 266 yards rushing. 

The Thoroughbreds offense 
Improved tremendously In their 
bout with Morehead which they 
lost 17-14. MSC’s loss was 
due to one mistake, a fumble, 
but during the rest of the game, 
they out-rushed, out-passed and 
out-defensed the OVC leaders. 

Murray’s offense will form 
one of the toughest tests yet for 
the hlghly-successful Vol de¬ 
fensive unit. Thus far this 
season, the Vol defense has held 
the opponents to just over half 
the total rushing yardage racked 
up by the UTMB offense, which 
has now risen above the 1000 
yard mark. The Orange defense 
has also kept the opponents from 
possession of the ball on 25' 


There Is only one trouble 
with statistics, they are totaled 
after the ball game. The score 
book can not catch a pass, It 
can not make a first down, It 
can not cross the goal line and 
most of all It can have nothing 
to do with the scoreboard during 
the course of the game.

Taking bold 
of the ball again, the Vols went 
quickly 80 yards downfleld and 
tallied for the fourth time on a 
10 yard pass from Wynn to 
Dickson. The kick was blocked. 

Livingston State began to 
move late In the second quarter. 
Quarterback Rowell climaxed 
an 80 yard drive by pushing 
over from the two yard line. 
The score followed a 41-yard 
pass completion to end Gene 
Ellison. The eitra point 
attempt was not successful. 

The third quarter was domi¬ 
nated by the exchanging of punts. 
Neither team pierced the 30 
yard line and, of course, neither 
team scored. However, the 
fourth quarter brought more 
scoring. UTMB had to get 
theirs the hard way. After 
driving 74 yards to the 15, 
Scott Boehringer fumbled a pass 
which was taken by Livingston. 
When the Tigers began to move, 
however, Ray Geddlngs, sopho¬ 
more fullback. Intercepted a 
pass on the 26. Dickson then 
caught his third scoring pass of 
the afternoon, but the kick 
failed. On the Vols’ kick-off, 
Gail Rolison grabbed the ball 
and raced 90 yards for the 
Tiger score. Rowell skirted end 
for the two extra points._ 


Kenny Dickson, junior end 
for The University of Tennessee 
Martin Branch Vols, took three 
scoring passes from quarter¬ 
back Charles Wynn to help 
UTMB to a 26-14 victory over 
the Tigers of Livingston State 
Saturday. 

UTMB controlled the ball 
game, especially on the ground, 
allowing the hosts only 24 yards 
rushing while amassing 249 
themselves. The Tigers only 
carried the ball 22 times, but 
the Vols took charge on 54 
rushing plays. 

UTMB scored quickly in the 
first quarter. After driving 80 
yards downfleld with the help of 
a 38 yard pass from Sandy 
Smith, sophomore tailback, to 
end Kenny Dickson, Vol fullback 
Chuck Lewis fumbled on the 
three. With his back to ihe 
wall, Tiger quarterbackCarvell 
Rowell tried to skirt left end, 
but met with Vol defensive end 
John Howard In the end zone, 
and UTMB thus had two points 
on a safety. 

Gaining possession of the 
ball again following the manda¬ 
tory Tiger kick-off, UTMB 
pushed ahead behind the 

blocking of Roy Cook, Billy 

Monk, Wes Elrod, Frank 
Scutari, Wilton Marchman, 

Kenny Dickson and Scott Boeh¬ 
ringer. Marching 78 yards 

downfleld with the help of gains 
by Gary Armstrong and Chuck 
Lewis, and a long pass to Scott 
Boehringer, the Vols hit pay¬ 
dirt with a pass covering 13 
yards from Charles Wynn to 
Kenny Dickson. The extrapoint 
attempt failed.

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Another great test of the In¬ 
creasing strength of The Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee Martin 
Branch football will come this 
Saturday night, when the Vols 
and the Thoroughbreds of Mur¬ 
ray State College clash at 
Martin In the new stadium at 
8 p.m. 

Murray State, with a 1-2-1 
season, record thus far, Is quite 
hungry for another win. All 
their past games have been 
fairly close-scoring encount¬ 
ers - a 26-14 win over East 
Tennessee, a loss to Austin 
Peay 26-10, a tie with Eastern 
Kentucky 6-6, and a 17-14 loss 
to Morehead - and this week’s 
clash is expected to be no dif¬ 
ferent. 

The Ohio Valley foes have 
defeated the Vols In the past 
three encounters -25-15,15-12 
and 19-8. UTMB head coach 
Robert Carroll stated, after re¬ 
ceiving scouting reports of the 
MSC - Morehead game, that 
“Murray Is vastly Improved 
since the start of the season 
and will surely be out to beat 
us again this year.” 

The three-point loss to 
Morehead was by no means a 
discredit to Murray State, for 
Morehead has always and is now 
sporting one of the area’s 
strongest teams. The Ohio 
Valley Conference is fairly 
evenly matched this season, and 
Murray Is now climbing high on 
the ladder. 

The Vols of UTMB, return¬ 
ing from two long road trips, 
will be at home for the next 
three weeks, but will by no 
means get a rest. Three tough 
opponents awaitthe Orangemen, 
and the Vols will have to be on 
their toes to preserve their 
winning record. 

With only one blemish on 
their record, a 7-0 loss to 
Arkansas State Teachers, the 
Vols are rolling behind a 28-0 
victory over Harding, a 26-6 
win over Missouri Mines, a 
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
